Only legislation 
can secure this, 1'or their "agreements" 
t>a\v no value In law—no penalty foi- 
broach, no guarantee for now mills. 
The law IK a terror to evildoers, not to 
those endeavoring to promote the very 
thing it enforces. 


I happen to know that this agreement 


was suggested as a means of quieting 
public agitation and as a "sop to (.'or- 
t'crns" to pi-event legislation If possible 
which would bring in its train ultimate- 
ly inspection and enforcement.

Anything less means physical deteriora- 
tion, u dulling of tho mental faculties 
und a consequent inability to do her 
work well. 


Judged by this standard 90 per cent 


of the working women of New York 
are dangerously underpaid. Less than 
It) per cent—that is, less than 15,000— 
receive $'.( a week or more. Twenty- 
eight per cent—in round numbers 45.- 
000—are paid less than $5. The general 
average is $5.24. Altogether there are 
about. 150.000 women wage earners in 
the city. 
They divide naturally into 


three groat classes — factory workers, | 
eunmorolal employees, such as clerks, | 
saleswomen, stenographers and teleg- - 
rnpliers, and domestic workers. In the 
commercial pursuits there is probably 
tho largest number of adequately paid 
workers; but, on the whole, considering 
the majority of ordinary workers, there 
Is little or no difference In conditions. 
Tho average working woman suffers 
phjhieally from lack of food, from in- 
sanitary housing both at home and in 
her workshop, from, inability to get suf- 
ficient and suitable clothing. On the 
psychological side she suffers chiefly 
from an inadequate system of educa- 
tion and want of wholesome amuse- 
ment and recreation. 


These women wage earners comprise 


abort ono-ttfth of the adult population, 
so their healthy development, physical- 
ly and mentally, morally and spiritual- 
ly, Is a matter of vital consequence to 
the whole community. Yet not one per- 
son In a thousand ever thinks of ihein. 
The few who have not only thought, 
but investigated and tried to Improve 
conditions, have, for the most part, 
been workers like themselves. To the 
10 per cent of the working men and 
v.'oinen organized In trades unions be- 
longs most of the credit for the state 
and

le prepares for cooking. 


Most Japanese women make their own 
•lothes, and even tho wealthiest embroid- 
•r Their own garments. They are thrifty 
Hlle dressmakers and do much careful 
banning and cutting as well as painstak- 
tiK renovation of worn clothing, says 
Home Notes. 


The dinner hour all the year round is a 
ittle before dusk. A miniature table 
about a loot square and eight inches high 
s placed before each person. On this is 
placed a lacquered tray with space for 
four or five dishes, each measuring four 
or five inches across. Kach little bowl 
and dish has its special place, the soup 
Always being in the middle and the rice to 
the left. The appetite is reckoned by the 
number of bowls of rice eaten. A. maid is 
at hand with a large bowl of rice to re- • 
plenish the small ones. 


Directly one empties a bowl she replen- 


ishes it, but should one leave oen a few , 
grains she will understand that one nun 
had sufficient. 


Great care and much artistic taste are 


employed in preparing dinner. The viands 
are ah\ays served in the daintiest fash-

and when guests are present the 


meal becomes quite a ceremonious affair. 
The fekill shown by the cook is quite re- 
markable. For instance, an omelet will 
bo «prved in the form of a chrysanthe- 
mum, while tish is shredded to look like 
snow, and chicken is done up in all sorta 
of odd shapes. 


Poorly Paid 


Few people realize that a square foot of 


the average Persian rus is worth about 
$10 Hud it-takes a sinsle weaver twenty- 
,tlm>c Jays to complete this portion. Thii 
allows the weaver about 44 cents per day 
for her wool and her labor, but thrce- 
fonrth* of this amount goes to pay lor'' 
the wool, nml onlv 11 cents oer day is left 
for the weaver. The wages of the pro- 
ducer of the inferior rug are a little bet- 
tor. A square Toot is sold for about CO 
tents, and the time required for weaving 
it is but two days, thus allowing the 
weaver ">0 cents per <l«» for her wool and 
labor. She uses inferior wool, wanting 
but little of it, and pays only a nominal 
sum for a cheap dye. The framework o' 
her loom costs comparatively little, as "tho 
rug it produces ia from twenty to thirty 
times the size of the superior rug. Thus 
It appears that iu the lone run the infe- 
rior weaver is better paid than the ona 
who futitfues her brain with her efforts to 
produce a rug of thu best quality.—Chi- 
cago Record-Herald.

In fixing the approximate date of uuy

the worker could stretch no farther than 
her distaff and had to broak off and joiu 
again; if after unraveling some twenty- 
five inches of thread no joint is found, 
the lace is surely after the introduction 
of machine made thread. The "bride's 
ornee" alone are euough to go by; in tha 
fifteenth century the bar had only a knot 
or dot as ornament; in the sixteenth, a 
donble or single loop; in the seventeenth, 
» star. The edging nlso helps; a sharp 
ungle in the scallop fixes the date in the 
middle ages; th* rounded scallop came ia 
with the nineteenth century; with the 
seventeenth century a dotted scallop; the 
I'ightt-cnth one is more elaborate, a large 
ttlteniuting with n stuull BCallop and dot"* 
aloiiK the center of each.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

enteen days, but was tin or found living 
at the end of three \vueUs. 


The bacillus of consumption lives for 


but a short time after the death of its 
\ietim. Dr. Klein always found it with- 
out diliiculty in tlie organs, but was nev- 
er able to obtain a successful culture. 
What is perhaps of even greater impor- 
tance, he was never nblo to cause tuber- 
culosis by injecting the bueieria thus 
found into Ihe system of a healthy ani- 
mal.
